ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment 
to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by 
amending the existing definitions to the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows (additions are shown in 
italics and underline, deletions are shown with st#ke-out): 


Affordable Nonprofit Housing for the Elderly

and underlined) 


AFFORDABLE NONPROFIT HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 
— Housing used, designed or adapted for use by elderly fam- 
ilies of not more than two persons with at least one member 
sixty-two (62) years of age or older and complying with the 
design requirements of the Architectural Barrier Free Design 
Code for the State of New Hampshire, as amended, 
licensed by the appropriate state agencies and having at 
least 60% of the units reserved for very low and/or low 
income households as defined by the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. “Affordable Nonprofit 
Elderly Housing” may be contained in a single building or 
groups of buildings. 





The purpose of this change is to establish a single use for 
housing for the elderly through a new definition. In addition, 
the use would be permitted only in the following districts: 


D 


GR1, GR2, GR3 and C2 zoning Districts and this use shall 
only be permitted by Special Exception. 


ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 3 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment 
to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by 
amending the existing Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District of the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as 
follows (additions are shown in italics and underline, dele- 
tions are shown with st#ke-out): 


WETLANDS CONSERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT 

2.1.1 TITLE AND AUTHORITY 

2.1.1.1 This ordinance shall be known as the Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District of the Town of Wolfeboro, NH 
adopted March 13, 1990. 


2.1.1.2 By the authority granted in N.H. RSA 674:16-17 and 
674:20-21, and in the interest of public health, safety and 
general welfare, the Wolfeboro Wetlands Conservation 
Overlay District is hereby established to regulate the uses of 
lands subject to standing water, flooding, or high water 
tables for extended periods of time. 


2.1.2 PURPOSE AND INTENT 
2.1.2.1 The purpose of this article is to protect the public 
health, safety and general welfare by controlling and guiding 
the use of land areas which are subject to standing water, 
flooding, or high water tables for extended periods of time. 
The intent of this article is: 
a. To prevent the development of structures 

and land uses on naturally occurring wet- 

lands which will contribute to pollution of 

surface and ground water by sewage, sedi- 

ment and/or noxious substances; 
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. To prevent the destruction of, or significant 
changes to natural wetlands which provide 
flood protection, and trap sediment; 


. To protect rare, unique and unusual natural 
species, both flora and fauna; 


. To protect wildlife habitats and maintain 
ecological balances; 


. To protect existing and potential water sup- 
plies and aquifers (water-bearing strata) 
and aquifer recharge areas; 


To prevent the expenditure of municipal 
funds for the purposes of providing and/or 
maintaining essential services and utilities 
which might be required as a result of mis- 
use or abuse of wetlands; and 


. to protect the wetlands, watercourses and 
water bodies of the Town from degradation 
and help maintain their natural beauty. 


2.1.3 WETLAND DEFINITIONS 


Definitions of the zoning ordinance are found in Article 10.0; 
the following supplementary definitions are provided to 
explain the terms and phrases contained within the body of 


this Article. 


2.1.3.1 Basal Area: The cross sectional area of a tree mea- 
sured at a height of 472 feet above the ground, usually 
expressed in square footage per acre for a stand of trees. 


2.1.3.2 Best Management Practices: Applying the appro- 
priate techniques to minimize disturbances and impact to 
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the wetland resulting from those activities which will alter the 
natural character of the wetland. 


2.1.3.3 Board: The Planning Board of the Town of 
Wolfeboro. 


2.1.3.4 Certified Soil Scientist: An individual duly qualified 
in soil classification and mapping, certified by the New 
Hampshire Board of Natural Scientists under the provisions 
of RSA 310-A:75 et seq. 


2.1.3.5 Commission: Conservation Commission of the 
Town of Wolfeboro. 


2.1.3.6 Designated Agent: An individual designated by the 
Conservation Commission to carry out its function and pur- 
pose. 


2.1.3.7 Pollution: Harmful thermal effect or the contamina- 
tion, or rendering unclean or impure of any wetland of the 
Town of Wolfeboro by reason of any waste or other materi- 
als discharged or deposited therein. This includes but is not 
limited to, erosion resulting from any filling or excavation 
activity. 


2.1.3.8 Special Use Permit: A permit for a use not other- 
wise permitted in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District 
which may be granted by the Planning Board (as authorized 
by RSA 674:21 Il) provided it meets the criteria set forth in 
Article 2.1.6. 


2.1.3.9 WCOD: Wetlands Conservation Overlay District. 


2.1.3.10 Wetland (Plant) Biologist: An individual duly quali- 
fied to identify and classify wetland vegetation. 
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2.1.3.11 Wetlands: Areas which possess three essential 
characteristics: (1) hydrophytic vegetation - macrophytic 
plant life growing in water, soil or on a substrate that is at 
least periodically deficient in oxygen as a result of excessive 
water content; (2) hydric soils - soils saturated, flooded, or 
ponded long enough during the growing season to develop 
anaerobic conditions in the upper part of the soil strata, and 
(3) wetland hydrology - permanent or periodic inundation or 
soil saturation to the surface, at least seasonally during an 
average rainfall year, and are further defined by the Federal 
Manual for Identifying and Delineating Jurisdictional 
Wetlands authored by the Federal Interagency Committee 
for Wetland Delineation, 1987. 


2.1.4 WETLAND CONSERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT 


2.1.4.1 Definition and Establishment of the Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District 


2.1.4.1.a The Wetlands Conservation Overlay District is 
defined as those areas of the Town of Wolfeboro which meet 
the definition of wetlands in Article 2.1.3.11. In all cases, the 
precise location of wetland areas shall be determined by the 
actual character of the land, and the distribution of wetland 
indicators. Such determination shall be made by field 
inspection and testing conducted by a certified soil scientist 
and a wetland biologist. 


Furthermore, the Town of Wolfeboro, in accordance with 
RSA 483-A:7, designates the following wetlands as prime 
wetlands: 

1. Batson Pond 

2. Heath Brook Wetlands 

3. Perry Brook 

4. Warren Brook 

5. Ryefield Brook Wetland Complex 
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6. Porcupine Brook Wetland Complex 
7. Clow’s Brook Wetland Complex 

8. Willey Brook Wetlands Complex 

9 Sargent’ Pond Watershed 

10. Harvey Brook 

11. Hersey Brook Wetlands Complex 


Areas designated as prime wetlands are delineated on the 
file maps in the Wolfeboro Town Hall. 


2.1.4.1.b The Commission or its designated agent(s) is 
encouraged to begin an inventory of all wetland areas, as 
defined by this article, and the creation of an official wet- 
lands map for the town. The Commission may amend the 
inventory and map from time to time as information 
becomes available relative to more accurate delineation of 
wetlands within the town. 


2.1.4.2 Wetlands Incorrectly Delineated 


2.1.4.2.a lf either the applicant or the Board questions the 
Wetland Conservation Overlay District boundaries estab- 
lished under this article, the applicant shall engage a certi- 
fied soil scientist and wetland biologist to conduct a field 
analysis to determine the precise location of the Wetland 
Conservation Overlay District boundaries on the effected 
properties. The soil scientist and wetlands biologist shall 
submit a report of their findings to the Board and the 
Conservation Commission including, but not limited to, a 
revised map of the area in question, a written on-site field 
inspection report and test boring data if applicable. 


2.1.4.2.b Upon receipt of the report, the Board in consultation 
with the Commission may refer it for review to a certified soil 
scientist and wetlands biologist of its choosing. The applicant 
shall be responsible for any reasonable costs incurred by the 
Board in connection with this independent review. 
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2.1.5 USES PERMITTED WITHOUT SPECIAL USE PERMIT 


2.1.5.1 The following uses shall be permitted in wetlands 

using best management practices to protect wetlands pro- 

vided said uses are otherwise permitted by the Zoning 

Ordinance: 

> The alteration of wetlands for the maintenance of 
single-family dwellings and duplexes and their related dri- 
veways and garages. 

> The construction of new driveways to access building 
envelopes outside wetlands for the construction of new 
single-family and duplex dwellings. 


Provided State Wetlands Board approval (RSA 482-A) 
has been recommended by the Commission. Where 
denial has been recommended a Special Use Permit 
shall be required. Alteration for the placement of septic 
system leach fields shall require a permit in all cases. 
(Amended 1991) 
In no case shall the following uses include: 
1. The erection or construction of any struc- 
tures or buildings; or 
2. The alteration of natural surface configura- 
tion of prime wetlands by the addition of fill 
or by dredging, or 
3. The fill or dredging of 1,000 sq ft or more 
wetlands. 


2.1.5.1.a Forestry/Tree Farming limited to the removal of not 
more than 50% of the basal area of the standing timber in 
any ten-year period, leaving a well-distributed stand of 
healthy, growing trees; 


2.1.5.1.b Grazing, Farming, Nurseries and Cultivation and 
Harvesting of crops using recognized soil conservation prac- 
tices, including the protection of wetland from pollution 


ihe. 


caused by animal waste, fertilizers, pesticides and herbi- 
cides used in such cultivation; 


2.1.5.1.c Wildlife Refuges; 


2.1.5.1.d Outdoor parks and recreation purposes, being low 
intensity uses, not involving structures, alteration of the ter- 
rain, or motorized wheeled vehicles; . 


2.1.5.1.e Education, scientific research, conservation areas 
and nature trails; 


2.1.5.1.f Open spaces as permitted or required by the subdi- 
vision regulations or the zoning ordinance. 


2.1.5.2 No person shall conduct or maintain other uses with- 
out first obtaining a Special Use Permit as described in 
Article 2.1.6. 


2.1.6 SPECIAL USE PERMIT 


2.1.6.1 A Special Use Permit may be granted by the Board, 
after public notice and hearing, for undertaking the following 
uses in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District or the 
buffer zone. The application shall be referred to the 
Commission, the Code Officer and the Health Officer, for 
review and comment at least thirty (30) days prior to the 
public hearing. 


2.1.6.1.a 
A. Under the provisions of RSA 674:21, Subdivision II, the 
Planning Board may grant approval for the construction of 
streets, roads and other access ways and utilities, includ- 
ing pipelines, powerlines and other transmission lines, sin- 
gle_family dwellings and recreational areas provided that 
all of the following conditions are found to exist: 
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1. No alternative location outside the wetland, 
or buffer zone or which has less detrimental 
impact on a wetland is feasible. 


2. The proposed construction is essential to 
the productive use of other land which is not 
within the Wetland Conservation District and 
buffer zone. 


3. Design, construction and maintenance 
methods will be such as to minimize detri- 
mental impact upon the wetland and will 
include restoration of the site nearly as pos- 
sible to its original grade and condition. 


4. Economic advantage is not the sole reason 
for the proposed location of the construction. 


2.1.6.1.6 Water impoundments for the purposes of creating 
a waterbody for wildlife, fire safety, onsite detention of sur- 
face runoff and/or recreational uses. 


2.1.6.1.c The undertaking of a use not otherwise permitted 
in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District, if it can be 
shown that such proposed use is in accordance with all of 
the purposes and intentions listed in Article 2.1.1. 


2.1.6.1.d The construction of a single family home within the 
buffer zone on a lot created prior to March 2008, provided, 
however, no alternative location outside the wetland buffer 
exists or which has less detrimental impact on a wetland is 
feasible. 


2.1.6.2 The Board shall regulate any operation within or use 


of a wetland involving removal or deposition of material, or 
any obstruction, construction, alteration or pollution, of such 


lif 


wetlands unless such operation or use is permitted pursuant 
to Article 2.1.5. 


2.1.6.3 Any person found to be conducting or maintaining an 
activity without the prior authorization of the Board, or violat- 
ing any other provision of this article, shall be subject to the 
enforcement proceedings and penalties prescribed in Article 
2.1.8 and any other remedies provided by law. 


2.1.6.4 A Special Use Permit shall be valid for a period of 
two (2) years from the date of issue and shall expire if the 
use granted is not implemented and completed by that time, 
unless an extension is specified and approved by the Board 
in consultation with the Commission. 


Buffer Zone. 

1. No other building activity, including but not limited to 
buildings, structures, roads and parking areas, shall be 
permitted within fifty (50) feet of any poorly drained soil, 
except as provided in sections 2.1.5 and 2.1.6 nor shall 
such building activity be permitted within seventy-five 
(75) feet of any very poorly drained soil. 

2. A failed septic system within seventy-five (75) feet of any 
Hydric A Soils and Fifty (50) Feet from Hydric B Soils 
must be replaced on land outside the buffer zone, unless 
the Health Officer makes a determination that such place- 
ment is not physically possible. Special Use Permit shall 
be required to place a new or failed system within the 
Hydric A and Hydric B soils buffer zone. 


2.1.7 CONSIDERATIONS FOR DECISIONS 
2.1.7.1 The Board shall consider the following in making its 


decision on an application: 
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2.1.7.1.a The application and its supporting documentation; 


2.1.7.1.6 Public comments, evidence and testimony from a 
public hearing; 


2.1.7.1.c Reports from the Commission, the Health Officer 
and the Code Officer; 


2.1.7.1.d The Board may also consider comments on any 
application from the Carroll County Soil Conservation 
District, the Lakes Region Planning Commission, NH 
- Wetlands Board, the US Army Corps of engineers or other 
technical agencies or organizations which may undertake 
additional studies or investigations. 


2.1.7.1.e Compliance with all of the conditions set forth in 
2. 126112:

2.1.7.2 Standards and Criteria for Decision: The Board shall 
consider all relevant facts and circumstances in making its 
decision on any application for a permit, including but not 
limited to the following: 


2.1.7.2.a The environmental impact of the proposed action, 
including: (1) the effects on the wetland’s capacity to sup- 
port fish and wildlife, (2) the control and/or limit of down- 
stream of flooding, (3) the supply and protection of surface 
and ground waters, (4) the control of sediment, (5) the 
facilitation of drainage, (6) the control of pollution, (7) the 
Support of recreational activities, and (8) the promotion of 
public health and safety. 


2.1.7.2.6 The character and degree of injury to, or interfer- 
ences with safety, health, or the reasonable use of property, 
including abutting or downstream property, which would be 
caused or threatened by the proposed activity, or the cre- 
ation of conditions which may do so. This includes recogni- 
tion of potential damage from: (1) erosion, (2) turbidity, (3) 
siltation, (4) loss of fish and wildlife and their habitat, (5) loss 
of unique habitat having demonstrable natural, scientific or 
educational value, (6) loss or diminution of beneficial aquatic 
organisms and wetland plants, (7) the dangers of flooding 
and pollution, and (8) the destruction of the economic, 
esthetic, recreational and other public and private uses and 
values of wetlands to the community. 


2.1.8 ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 


2.1.8.1 The Board is hereby authorized and empowered to 
adopt such rules and require such reasonable fees as are 
necessary for the efficient administration of this ordinance. 


2.1.8.2 Upon receipt of any information in writing that this 
ordinance is being violated, the Code Officer shall notify in 
writing the owner and tenant of the property on which the 
violation is alleged to occur with a copy of such notification 
to the Board and the Commission. Where appropriate, the 
Board and/or the Commission may notify the New 
Hampshire Wetlands Board and/or the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers of the violation. 


2.1.8.3 A civil penalty not to exceed the statutory maximum 
may be imposed for each day that such violation is found by 
the court to continue after the conviction date or after the 
date on which the violator received written notice from the 
Town that he is in violation, whichever is earlier. 


2.1.8.4 Any penalty awarded by the court for violation of this 
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Article shall be deposited in the Wolfeboro Conservation 
Fund established under RSA 36-A:5 after deduction of any 
fees and costs incurred by the Town that are not otherwise 
reimbursed. 


ARTICLE 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 4 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment 
to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by 
amending the existing Excavation Ordinance as follows 
(additions are shown in italics and underline, deletions are 
shown with st#ke-eut): 


Excavation Ordinance 

SECTION 1 GENERAL PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY 

The purpose of this ordinance is to promote the general wel- 
fare of the community by allowing existing excavation opera- 
tions to continue and to protect the health and safety of the 
community by requiring all such operations to be brought 
into full compliance with RSA 155:E within 18 months from 
the effective date of this ordinance. 


This ordinance is designed to oversee the operation and 
reclamation of commercial sand and gravel excavations in 
an attempt to minimize safety hazards created by open 
excavations; to safeguard the public health and welfare; to 
preserve our natural assets of soil, water, forests and 
wildlife; to maintain aesthetic features of our environment; to 
prevent land and ground water pollution; and to promote soil 
stabilization so as to avoid erosion, sedimentation, and dust. 


SECTION 2 DEFINITIONS 


The definitions of RSA 155:E shall apply to this ordinance, 
as shall the following terms: 
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2.1. “Letter of Intent” means a written notice to the 
Wolfeboro Planning Board and to the Conservation 
Commission to inform them of the intent to apply for a 
permit to excavate for a new excavation. 


2.2. “Buffer? means the area between the excavation site 
and a highway right-of-way and/or an abutting property 
line. 


SECTION 3 PERMIT REQUIREMENTS 

3.1. Reclamation must occur within one (1) year of the per- 
mit expiration date. If reclamation of the site is not com- 
pleted within one (1) year, the Town Planning Board 
shall declare the bond forfeited, and use these monies 
to reclaim the site, in addition to the requirements for 
issuance of a permit. 


3.2. Existing excavation operations shall be eligible for an 
excavation permit, provided however, that the excava- 
tion operation has been in existence prior to August 4, 
1989, the excavation operation is in full compliance with 
all other zoning requirements, and is permitted in accor- 
dance with the sunset provision of the Ordinance. 


SECTION 4 EXISTING OPERATIONS SUNSET PROVISION 
Purpose and Intent 

The Wolfeboro Planning Board, as authorized by RSA 
155:E, is charged with the enforcement of the provisions of 
RSA 155:E, Local Regulation Excavation. To this end, the 
Planning Board, working with Staff and Town Counsel, eval- 
uated the status of all current excavation operations within 
the Town of Wolfeboro. The evaluation, which included a 
comprehensive review of all Town records, a meeting with 
all existing excavation operators and owners and a written 
request to all owners for documentation establishing compli- 
ance with the required “grandfathering” provisions of RSA 
155:E, concluded with a finding that no existing excavation 
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operation satisfied the “grandfathered” provisions of RSA 
pore. 


This finding was based on the following “grandfathering” 
requirements of an existing excavation operation: 
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File a report with the local regulator within one (1) year 
after receiving written notice of this requirement from the 
regulator and in no case later than two (2) years following 
August 4, 1989. The report shall include: 

a. The location of the excavation and the date the 
excavation first began (the applicant must have 
demonstrated a commercially useful operation had 
existed prior to August 24, 1979); 

b. A description of the limits of permissible expan- 
sion, as described in subparagraph (b), which are 
claimed to apply to the excavation; 

c. An estimate of the area which has been excavated 
at the time of the report; and 

d. An estimate of the amount of commercially viable 
earth materials still available on the parcel. 


. Prepare and submit for the regulator’s record a reclama- 


tion plan for the affected land, including a timetable for 
reclamation of the depleted areas within the reclamation 
site. The last day for submittal of reclamation plan was 
August 4, 1992. 


. Post a bond or other security with the municipal treasurer 


in a form and amount prescribed by the regulator, suffi- 
cient to secure the reclamation of the entire excavation 
site in accordance with the standards of RSA 155:E. 


Again, none of the existing excavation operations fulfilled all 
of the requirements of RSA 155:E for establishing or main- 
taining their grandfathered status. 
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The Planning Board, while being charged with the enforce- 
ment of RSA 155:E, recognizes that the production of exca- 
vation material is a vital part of the local and regional econo- 
my. Therefore, the Town establishes the following permit 
procedure for all existing operations that were established 
prior to August 4, 1989 in order to bring said excavation 
operations into full compliance with RSA 155:E. 


Existing Operations - Permit Requirements 

4.1 Excavation operations that have been in existence prior 
to August 4, 1989 shall be required to file for and 
receive an Excavation Permit in compliance with this 
Ordinance and all the provisions RSA 155:E within 18 
months of the effective date of the Ordinance, the effec- 
tive date shall be March 9, 2004 . 

4.2 All existing excavation operations shall be in full compli- 
ance with all other zoning requirements. 





The purpose of this change is to extend the current sunset 
provision for one additional year. 


ARTICLE 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 5 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment 
to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by 
amending the Condominium Conversion Standards of the 
Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as follows (addi- 
tions are shown in italics and underline, deletions are shown 
with stke-out):

The purpose of this article is to permit the condominium con- 
version of existing structures and uses, as regulated by RSA 
356-B:5, in any district while protecting the public health, 
safety and general welfare of the Community. The proposed 
condominium conversion shall comply with the following 
standards: 

1. Condominium conversion shall_require subdivision 
approval by the Planning Board. 

2. All municipal utilities shall be separately metered. 

3. Existing septic systems supporting a proposed 
condominium that does not have a current State 
Septic Permit shall be replaced with a new septic 
system in compliance with the then current State 
septic system requirements. 

4, Septic Systems with current State approvals shall 
be tested by a professional engineer and certified 
as functioning with no deficiencies or replaced with 
a State approved septic system. 


ARTICLE 6: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 6 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment 
to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by 
amending the existing Building Code of the Wolfeboro 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance as follows (additions are 
shown in italics and underline, deletions are shown with 
Strikeout):

(3) 1999 BOCA National Fire Protection Code, as recom- 
mend and maintained by the Building Official and Code 
Administrators International, Inc. 

(4) 499% 2000 Life Safety Code, NFPA 101, as adopted by 
the National Fire Protection Associates, Inc. and 
approved by the American National Standard Institute. 

(5) 1999 National Electric Code, ANSI/NFPA 70, as adopted 
by the National Fire Protection Association, Inc. and 
approved by the American National Standards Institute.

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TOWN OF WOLFEBORO 
MINUTES, FEBRUARY 4, 2003 
FIRST SESSION 
AND 
MARCH 11, 2003 ELECTIONS 


The first session was held at the Kingswood Regional 
High School auditorium on February 4, 2003. Moderator 
Randy Walker called the meeting to order and introduced 
the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager, Town Clerk, Budget 
Committee Members and Department Heads. He then 
explained the rules he would be following for this meeting. 
He also noted that Articles 1 through 8 would be voted upon 
on Tuesday, March 11, 2003 at the All Saints’ Episcopal 
Church Undercroft. Articles 9 through 24 would be dis- 
cussed tonight. At this time, the Moderator recognized Pat 
Waterman, Town Clerk, who recognized Dennis Bean, who, 
after thirty-nine years has decided to retire from the 
Municipal Electric Department. Pat also recognized 
Lawrence “Sonny” Swinerton, Paul Hurley and Mary Lou 
Panasis who also recently retired from the services of the 
Town of Wolfeboro. All of these employees were dedicated 
to their positions and are wished good health for a great 
retirement. The Moderator then read a letter written by for- 
mer Moderator, Robert Varney, thanking all of the citizens. 

ARTICLE 9: To see whether the Town will vote to adopt a 
noise ordinance pursuant to RSA 31:39, I(n), as amended. A 
copy of said proposed Noise Ordinance is available for 
inspection at the office of the Wolfeboro Town Clerk. A copy 
of the proposed Ordinance shall be available for inspection 
at both sessions of the Wolfeboro Town Meeting. The 
Moderator read the Article in its’ entirety and called for dis- 
cussion on the article. The Moderator recognized Lee Bruce 
who offered an amendment to paragraph 3 c-7.” The opera- 
tion of a stereo sound system, and in this case we’re talking 
about a vehicle, about a car’s stereo. The operation of a 
stereo sound system supplemented or enhanced by speak- 
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ers or amplifiers not originally installed by the vehicle manu- 
facturer so as to be heard from a distance of one hundred 
fee or more.” The amendment would remove “not originally 
installed by the manufacturer.” Motion to amend seconded. 
Mr. Bruce explained his reason for the amendment. A short 
discussion followed. The Moderator asked for any further 
discussion, there being none called for a vote on the pro- 
posed amendment. The vote was in the affirmative to amend 
the ordinance. The Moderator called for further discussion 
Article 9 and recognized Claude Roessiger who proposed 
an amendment to be 3-c-8 which would read; “the operation 
of an unmuffled or modified motorcycle so as to create 
engine noise audible at more than one hundred feet.” A dis- 
cussion followed on the proposed amendment. The 
Moderator called for a vote on the amendment. The vote 
was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared Article 9 
amended and, with no further discussion on the Article, 
announced that the Article, as amended, would appear on 
the ballot on March 11". 

ARTICLE 10: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of five million two hundred eighty 
one thousand dollars ($5,281,000) for improvements to the 
distribution system of the Electric Department in accordance 
with the Distribution System Planning Study and Protective 
Device Coordination Study dated May, 2002. Said sum to be 
in addition to any federal, state, or private funds made avail- 
able therefore; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the 
Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds or 
notes not exceeding five million two hundred eighty one 
thousand dollars ($5,281,000) for said purpose, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms for this purpose. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended 
by the Budget Committee) The Moderator read Article 10 
in its entirety and called for discussion on the Article. 
No discussion. The Moderator announced that Article 
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10 would appear on the Ballot as submitted. 

ARTICLE 11: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred ninety four thou- 
sand dollars ($394,000) for the construction and/or recon- 
struction of the storm water drainage system, the sidewalks 
and the streets in and along Mill Street and Varney Road in 
accordance with the program plan developed by Wright- 
Pierce Engineers. Said sum to be in addition to any federal, 
state or private funds made available therefor; and in accor- 
dance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to 
authorize the issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding 
three hundred ninety four thousand ($394,000) for said pur- 
pose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon and the maturity and other terms for this 
purpose. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article II in its entirety and called for discussion on the 
Article recognizing Richard Yale who was concerned with 
the financing of this Article. Mr. Yale offered an amendment 
that would add a period after “therefor” striking the rest of 
the sentence. Motion to amend was seconded. Discussion 
followed. The Moderator called for further discussion and 
seeing none called for a vote on the Article as amended. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative. The Moderator declared 
the Article amended. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion and recognized Mr. Yale who moved to amend 
Article 11 further to add after therefor, “to take this from 
undesignated surplus, reducing the amount below the one 
point seven million, if that’s required.” A lengthy discussion 
followed. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the 
second amendment to Article 11, which in effect says that 
three hundred and ninety-four thousand, if it passes, should 
be taken out of the surplus, which has been also called the 
unexpended fund balance. There being no further discus- 
sion, the Moderator called for a voice vote on Article 11 as 
amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
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Moderator declared the Amendment passed and Article 11 
will appear on the ballot as amended. 

ARTICLE 12: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget, not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, 
the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant 
or aS amended by the vote of the first session, for the pur- 
poses set forth therein totaling $17,172,002? Should this 
article be defeated the operating budget shall be 
$16,147,151, which is the same as last year, with certain 
adjustments required by the previous action of the Town or 
by law; or the governing body may hold one special meet- 
ing, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up 
the issue of a revised operating budget only. The Moderator 
read Article 12 in its entirety and called for discussion on the 
Article and recognized John Burt, member of the Budget 
Committee, who made a presentation explaining where the 
seventeen million dollars will be going. Discussion followed. 
The Moderator asked for further discussion and seeing none 
announced that Article 12 would appear on the ballot as 
submitted. 

ARTICLE 13: To see whether the Town will ratify the 
financial terms of the collective bargaining agreement 
between the Board of Selectmen and A.F.S.C.M.E. Local 
534 which results in a cost estimate of twenty-four thousand 
two hundred one dollars ($24,201), and vote to raise and 
appropriate said amount for the fiscal year 2003. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 13 in its entirety and called for discussion. There 
being none the Article will appear on the ballot as submitted. 

ARTICLE 14: To see whether the Town will ratify the 
financial terms of the collective bargaining agreement 
reached between the Board of Selectmen and I.A.F.F. Local 
3708 which results in a cost estimate of six thousand five 
hundred sixty-nine dollars ($6,569), and vote to raise and 
appropriate said amount for the fiscal year 2003. 
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(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 14 in its entirety and called for discussion on the 
Article. The Moderator recognized Kenneth Perry who made 
a motion that the initials be written out for both Article 13 and 
14 so the voters would have a clearer understanding of the 
article. Motion seconded. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
with both Articles 13 and 14 be adjusted accordingly. With no 
further discussion, the Moderator announced that the Article 


will appear on the ballot with the amended change. 
ARTICLE 15: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 


and appropriate the sum of two hundred seventy-seven 
thousand dollars ($277,000) for the following purposes; 1.) 
Sewall Road Pump Station Upgrade; 2.) Spray Irrigation 
Line Clearing; 3.) Spray Irrigation Pump Replacement; and 
4.) Access Road Construction; and to authorize the use of 
the fund balance of the Sewer Fund for such purposes. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 15 in its entirety and called for discussion. There 
being no discussion moved on to Article 16. 

ARTICLE 16: To see whether the Town will vote to and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) as the Town’s estimated share for re-construc- 
tion of the Bay Street culverts by the State of New 
Hampshire through the Transportation Enhancement 
Program. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read the Article in its entirety and called for discussion on 
Article 16 and recognized John Burt who discussed his con- 
cerns with the Article. The Moderator then recognized 
Suzanne Ryan who proposed an amendment to Article 16 
as follows: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum not to exceed one hundred thousand dollars, 
which represents twenty percent of the project for recon- 
struction of the Bay Street culverts by the State of New 
Hampshire through the Transportation Enhancement 
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Program. The State’s share of the four thousand dollars rep- 
resents eighty percent with a gross estimated project of five 
hundred thousand dollars.” Motion to amend seconded. 
Discussion followed. After a lengthy discussion on the 
Article, Suzanne Ryan was recognized and she withdrew 
“not to exceed” from her amendment. The Moderator asked 
for further discussion and seeing none, called for a voice 
vote on the proposed amendment. The voice vote was 
unclear so the Moderator asked for a show of hands using 
the voting cards. The vote was Clearly in the affirmative. No 
further discussion the Moderator moved on to Article 17. 

ARTICLE 17: To see whether the Town will vote to appro- 
priate the sum of ninety-eight thousand dollars ($98,000) for 
the purchase of a Fire Department Forestry Vehicle contin- 
gent on receipt of a Federal Emergency Management 
Agency grant which will represent ninety percent (90%) of 
the stated gross appropriation. (Recommended by the 
Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) The Moderator read Article 17 in its entirety indi- 
cating at the beginning the words “raise and appropriate” 
should appear and called for discussion on the Article. The 
Moderator recognized Suzanne Ryan who moved to amend 
the Article to add the word “raise and” prior to appropriate, 
and to add at the end of the sentence “stated gross appro- 
priation, the words “the Town’s share will be ninety-eight 
hundred dollars.” The Moderator called for a voice vote on 
the proposed amendment. The voice vote was in the affir- 
mative and the Article will appear on the ballot as amended. 

ARTICLE 18: To see whether the Town will vote to 
rescind authority to issue bonds and notes in the amount of 
four hundred twenty-five dollars ($425,000) previously 
authorized for construction of a substation for the Municipal 
Electric Department at the April 1997 Town Meeting. The 
Moderator read Article 18 in its entirety and called for dis- 
cussion on the Article and seeing none the article will 
appear on the ballot as submitted. 
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ARTICLE 19: Shall we modify the elderly exemption from 
property tax in the Town of Wolfeboro based upon assessed 
value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: for a person 
65 years of age up to 74 years, $40,000; for a person 75 
years of age up to 79 years, $60,000; for person 80 years of 
age or older, $80,000? To qualify, the person must have 
been a New Hampshire resident for at least five (5) years, 
own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate 
is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been 
married for a least five (5) years. In addition, the taxpayer 
must have a net income of not more than $22,000 or, if mar- 
ried, a combined net income of less than $30,000; and own 
- net assets not in excess of $75,000 excluding the value of a 
person’s residence. The Moderator read Article 19 in its 
entirety and called for discussion on the Article. There being 
none the Article will appear on the Ballot as submitted. 

ARTICLE 20: To see whether the Town will vote to autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate with representa- 
tives of the Manchester, New Hampshire Catholic Diocese 
for the purchase of the Saint Cecilia church property, and 
further to report its recommendations to either a special or 
regular Town Meeting; said report to include the cost of the 
purchase, method of funding and proposed uses of the 
property. The Moderator read Article 20 in its entirety and 
called for discussion. An amendment was made by Linda 
Murray, that would add after cost of purchase, “not to 
exceed five hundred and fifty thousand dollars.” Motion to 
amend seconded. A lengthy discussion followed. The 
Moderator called for a vote on the proposed amendment. 
The amendment was defeated. There being no further dis- 
cussion on Article 20, the Article will appear on the ballot as 
submitted. 

ARTICLE 21: To see whether the Town will vote to autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate with the Trustees of 
the Brewster Trust for the acquisition of the Brewster Hall a 
portion of which is currently used for Town Offices. The 
Moderator read Article 21 in its entirety and called for dis- 
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cussion on the Article. The Moderator recognized Linda 
Murray who made the following amendment: “to add after 
cost of purchase, “not to exceed five hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars.” Motion seconded. A discussion followed. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote on the proposed amend- 
ment. Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator 
declared the amendment failed. The Moderator recognized 
Suzanne Ryan who made the following amendment: “and 
further to report its recommendations to either a special or 
regular town meeting, said report to include the cost of the 
purchase, method of funding and purpose and proposed use 
of the property.” Motion seconded. The Moderation asked for 
further discussion and seeing none called for a voice vote 
on Article 21, as amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the amendment carried. A motion was made and sec- 
onded to terminate debate. The Moderator called for a voice 
vote to terminate debate. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and carries. 

ARTICLE 22: To see whether the Town will vote to retain 
and hold the Trask Mountain Road property (Tax Map 25, 
Lot 2); said property to be managed and controlled by the 
Wolfeboro Conservation Commission. The Moderator read 
Article 22 in its entirety and called for discussion on the arti- 
cle. An unidentified speaker asked for an explanation of the 
Article. The Moderator recognized Kenneth Perry who 
explained the Article as being a ninety-seven acre parcel in 
North Wolfeboro that has been managed by the Conservation 
Commission for two or three decades, including planned tim- 
ber cuts, etc., and Mr. Perry stated, that he felt that it was the 
intent of the Conservation Commission to have the Selectmen 
make the arrangement permanent. The Moderator asked for 
further discussion and there being none stated that Article 22 
would appear on the ballot as proposed. 

ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
entire length of the roads that form the Chipmunk Hollow 
Subdivision, said roads identified as Christopher Court and 
Jasons Way, each of which was created and built under 
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specifications required and approved by the Wolfeboro Town 
Planner and the Town of Wolfeboro Public Works Director, in 
accordance with the plans approved by the Wolfeboro 
Planning Board on June 16, 1987. The plans for each road 
are on file at the Wolfeboro Town Offices. (Submitted by 
Petition) The Moderator read Article 23 in its entirety and 
called for discussion on the Article. A discussion followed on 
the location of the roads in question and costs. The 
Moderator recognized Marty Bilafer, Public Works Director 
who explained the impact on the budget of the Highway 
Dept. for added roads. The Moderator recognized Joseph 
Santoro, petitioner and owner of the property being dis- 
cussed who explained the location, condition of the roads, 
etc. The Moderator then recognized Richard Hamilton who 
made a motion to amend the Article to read “subject to twen- 
ty-five percent of the lots being either constructed or under 
construction and subject to certification that the road meets 
current road standards, current town road standards.” 
Motion seconded. Discussion followed. A motion to termi- 
nate debate was made by John Burt and seconded. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote to terminate debate and 
the vote was in the affirmative. The Moderator then called 
for a voice vote on the proposed amendment. The voice 
vote was close and therefore the vote by cards was used. 
The vote was in the negative with forty-six against and forty- 
two in favor; therefore, the Amendment failed. The 
Moderator then recognized Suzanne Ryan who wished to 
add an amendment in the beginning of the question to read 
“upon petition of twenty-five or more legal voters.” 
selectman Hatch stated that the existing law requires that 
for petitioned articles. The Moderator explained that in order 
for that petition to be heard by this body tonight, they need- 
ed the required number of voters to petition and they have 
met that statutory requirement. Ms. Ryan then added that 
“upon petition of ten registered voters, the point being that 
the public would know it’s a petitioned warrant article versus 
a selectmen’s, a planning board’s, etc. Selectman Hatch 
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answered by stating that the Selectmen are required by law 
to print that on the Warrant and the ballot and referred Ms. 
Ryan to the very end of the Article where “submitted by peti- 
tion” was inserted. Ms. Ryan then offered another amend- 
ment to add at the end, where appropriate, “cost to the town 
for possible upgrades and maintenance have not been 
determined.” Motion to amend seconded. A motion was 
made and seconded to move the question. The Moderator 
called for a voice vote to terminate debate. Voice vote was 
in the affirmative. The Moderator then called for a voice vote 
on the proposed amendment, which is to add to the very 
end of Article 23, “cost to the town has not been deter- 
mined.” Voice vote was unclear, so the Moderator called for 
a hand vote with voting cards. The amendment passed with 
fifty-one in favor and forty-six opposed. The Article, as 
amended will appear on the ballot. 

ARTICLE 24: To see whether the Town will vote to call on 
the Town’s elected officials at all levels of government, and 
those seeking office, to work with consumers, businesses, 
and health care providers to insure that everyone, including 
the self-employed, uninsured and underinsured, and small 
business owners has access to an affordable basic health 
plan similar to what federal employees receive; everyone, 
including employers, consumers, and the state, local and 
federal government makes a responsible and fair contribu- 
tion to finance the health care system; everyone receives 
high quality care that is cost efficient and medically effective; 
and that these efforts help control the skyrocketing cost of 
health care. (Submitted by Petition) The Moderator read 
Article 24 in its entirety and called for discussion. The 
Moderator recognized Selectman Ganem who urged the 
voters to vote in favor of the Article, because it is getting all 
those elected people together to discuss why we don’t have 
better health care. The Moderator asked for further discus- 
sion and seeing none declared the Article would appear on 
the ballot as petitioned. 
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The Moderator asked if there was any new business and 
seeing none entertained a motion to adjourn. A motion was 
made and seconded to adjourn with all in favor. The meeting 


adjourned at 9:30 P.M.

Independent Auditor’s Report 


To the Members of the 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Wolfeboro 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 
2002 as listed in the table of contents. These general pur- 
pose financial statements are the responsibility of the 
Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these general purpose financial statements 
based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing stan- 
dards generally accepted in the United States of America 
and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller 
General of the United States. Those standards require that 
we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assur- 
ance about whether the general purpose financial state- 
ments are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An 
audit also includes assessing the accounting principles 
used and significant estimates made by management, as 
well as evaluating the overall financial statement presenta- 
tion. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to 
above do not include the general fixed assets account group 
which should be included in order to conform with account- 
ing principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America. As is the case with most municipal entities in the 
State of New Hampshire, the Town of Wolfeboro has not 
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maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The 
amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets 
account group is not known. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial state- 
ments of the omission described in the preceding para- 
graph, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial 
position of the Town of Wolfeboro as of December 31, 2002, 
and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its 
proprietary fund types and non-expendable trust funds for 
the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we 
have also issued our report dated March 6, 2003 on our 
consideration of the Town of Wolfeboro’s internal control 
over financial reporting and our tests of its compliance with 
certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and grants.

Compliance 

As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether 
the Town of Wolfeboro’s financial statements are free of 
material misstatement, we performed tests of its compliance 
with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and 
grants; noncompliance with which could have a direct and 
material effect on the determination of financial statement 
amounts. However, providing an opinion on compliance with 
those provisions was not an objective of our audit and, 
accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. The results 
of our tests disclosed no instances of noncompliance that 
are required to be reported under Government Auditing 
Standards. 

Internal Control Over Financial Reporting 

In planning and performing our audit, we considered the 
Town of Wolfeboro’s’ internal control over financial reporting 
in order to determine our auditing procedures for the pur- 
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pose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements 
and not to provide assurance on the internal control over 
financial reporting. Our consideration of the internal control 
over financial reporting would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control over financial reporting that 
might be material weaknesses. A material weakness is a 
condition in which the design or operation of one or more of 
the internal control components does not reduce to a rela- 
tively low level the risk that misstatements in amounts that 
would be material in relation to the financial statements 
being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely 
period by employees in the normal course of performing 
their assigned functions.

Renovations were finished on the 
Armory building and now the entire Electric Department is 
under one roof. 

The Mill Street water, sewer, road and sidewalk project is 
underway and did cause some concerns. What people have 
to understand is that there will be disruptions when roads 
are torn up and water and sewer line are being replaced. We 
do try to notify and update the businesses and the residents 
in the work area. 

Revaluation of all properties in the Town of Wolfeboro was 
completed and because of it the Town’s tax rate has been 
reduced. 

Depending upon the vote of this year’s Town Meeting we 
will be dealing with needed improvements in the water distri- 
bution system. Remember this past summer and the water 
that came into your home? We encourage you to vote for 
the article dealing with these improvements. 

Another important issue is the improvement and updating 
of our wastewater treatment area. There is also an article 
that we encourage you to consider in the affirmative. 

Federal and state law mostly governs those of us who 
work for you in town government. We have some leeway, 
but very little. We do what we believe is best after listening 
to your directions and concerns. 

The last place you the taxpayer can speak out on where 
and how your money is being spent is on the local level; but 
fewer people vote at Town Meeting than vote in state and 
federal elections. Why is this? 
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| would like to end this report by thanking all the people 
that work in town government. Everyday they interface with 
the public and sometimes they are not treated with respect. 
They listen to many complaints from the public. At times it is 
difficult serving the public, but our employees mostly smile 
and do their job.

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2003 Planning Department Report 


The Year 2003 highlighted several limitations in the com- 
munity infrastructure that impacts community planning. 
Traffic congestion, limits to the water supply and the water 
distribution system and limits in sewer treatment facility cre- 
ate significant challenges to planning.

This plan will serve as the foundation of all future 
Capital Improvements Programs and will allow the Planning 
Board and the community to fully understand the strengths, 
weaknesses, opportunities and threats to the community 
and provide for more dynamic planning. 

The Planning Department has been busy this year with a 
wide range of projects and planning issues. Staff continued 
its technical assistance to the Planning Board, Zoning Board 
of Adjustment, Historic District Commission, Conservation 
Commission, and Board of Selectmen. In addition, the 
Planning Department has completed the following activities 
in 2008: 

e Assisted the Selectmen in the Development of the 
Space Needs Assessment. 

e Provided technical support to the Planning Board for 
43 Applications. 

e Served as chairman of the Technical Review 
Committee. 

e Held 9 public hearings on Minor Site Plan Applications. 

e Provided technical support to the newly created 
Workforce Housing Subcommittee of the Planning Board. 

¢ Continued to provide technical assistance to the 
Planning Board on a restructuring/recodification of the 
entire Town’s Planning and Zoning Ordinance. 

¢ Continued to serve as Driveway Permit Administrator 
and issued 74 permits in 2003.

¢ Continued to serve as Zoning Administrator and issued 
over 20 Zoning decisions. 

Served as project manager for the permitting of the 
Wolfeboro Business Park. 

Continued as project manager for the Municipal 
Electric Department generation plant and underground 
oil spill clean—up. 

Continued as Town liaison working with the Chamber 
of Commerce to define and implement the Main Street 
Beautification Project. 

Continued as TRAC Project Manager and, working 
with the TRAC Committee, nearly completed the per- 
mitting of Phase II of the multi-use pathway from 
Fernald Station (NH Rte 109) to Cotton Valley.

Ann Carter for their administrative support. In addition, my 
thanks to Janine Gillum and Jennifer Tedesco for their sup- 
port during Ms. Morse’s absence, their willingness to assist 
and ability to quickly learn the administrative responsibilities 
of the department insured uninterrupted service to the citi- 
zens of Wolfeboro. This past year could not have been as 
productive without everyone’s hard work, continued guid- 
ance and good humor.

The 
protection of Sewall Woods, the development of “the Nick” 
recreational facility, the continued expansion of the Cotton 
Valley Trail system are wonderful examples of projects that 
make the Town a healthy and vibrant community. | wish to 
thank all the volunteers for their time and energy in making 
Wolfeboro the dynamic community that it is.

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WOLFEBORO HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
2003 ANNUAL REPORT 


For 78 years the challenge of preserving and presenting 
Wolfeboro’s unique history has been shared by the partner- 
ship of the Wolfeboro Historical Society and the Town of 
Wolfeboro. The challenge was well met in 2003. 

Attendance at the Clark House Museum Complex (owned 
by the Town and operated by the Society) increased despite 
the decision to shorten the schedule from six to four days a 
week. The Society’s only paid position, Summer Tour 
Director, was shared by Mimi Lisbon and Randy Chapman, 
and they were assisted by 28 volunteers who provided tours 
of the One-Room Pleasant Valley Schoolhouse and the 
Firehouse Museum. The third annual Antiques Appraisal 
Day was held at the Complex in August, in concert with a 
museum open house and other activities. The Society is 
most grateful for the Town’s annual stipend of $3,000 which 
helped defray operating expenses at the Complex. 

Contributing to the year’s success was an extensive fea- 
ture article in The Weirs Times and Wolfeboro Community 
Television’s videotaping monthly programs and a three-part 
program on the Museum hosted by Paul Hatch. 

Attendance also increased at monthly historical programs 
presented April through November open to the public and 
free of charge. Programs included: “Eight Generations of 
Sugaring Off at the Hunter Farm” by Mary Hunter, “The 
Carroll County Court House” by Barry Hill, “The Lake 
Wentworth Association” with Rich Masse, “Bucky” Melanson 
and Dallas Davenport’s program on “Antique Jewelry,” Phil 
Decelle’s slide presentation of “The History of the Wolfeboro 
Railroad,” Brad Steele’s presentation on “The History of the 
Wolfeboro Masonic Lodge” and Allen Stevens’ slide presen- 
tation on “How Trains and Boats Shaped Wolfeboro.” 

Financial support from its membership reached a new 
high, allowing increased focus and funding to be devoted to 
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the organization and preservation of the Society’s archives, 
and much progress has been made under the capable 
hands of the Society’s archivist, Philip Decelle. Noted has 
been an increase in number of historical items donated to 
the Society as well as number of inquiries received, and ser- 
viced, regarding a myriad of topics from information on 
“Fisherville” to assistance in documenting the authenticity of 
a signature of Gov. John Wentworth (it wasn't !). 

The size of the Society’s Board of Directors has been 
increased, and with it, productive activity toward the mission 
of preserving and presenting Wolfeboro’s history. 
Considerable attention has been paid to the restoration 
needs of the historic buildings at the Complex, especially the 
1778 Clark House. We are most grateful for the support of 
Sue Glenn, Director of Parks & Recreation (responsible for 
the buildings’ maintenance), who has requested the funds 
needed to restore the Clark House original foundation and 
provide for other long-needed repairs. We applaud the 
Budget Committee’s endorsement of those requests and 
thank the Townspeople for supporting the Budget. 
Restoration of the Clark House windows has begun. We 
now look forward to work beginning on the Clark House 
foundation in the spring and another successful partnership 
year in preserving Wolfeboro’s history.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 
DECEMBER 31, 2003 


| can't believe 2003 has passed us by and we are quickly 
approaching 2004! Time has a way of passing quickly with 
many changes emerging every day. In 2003, the Legislature 
made many new changes with the election laws, which is 
the beginning of the process of implementing HAVA, (Help 
America Vote Act of 2002). The Secretary of State’s office 
and the Attorney General’s office personnel held election 
workshops in various regions across the State bringing the 
message forth to Supervisors of the Checklist, Town Clerks, 
Selectmen, Moderators and other town officials involved with 
the election process. | hosted such a workshop in Wolfeboro 
on September 16", at the Wolfeboro Public Library wherein 
many election officials attended from neighboring communi- 
ties. HAVA is a federal law that provides resources to New 
Hampshire and will require significant changes to some of 
our election procedures over the next few years. The plan 
for New Hampshire is to have a state-wide voter checklist on 
computer in every clerk’s office which will be very helpful in 
preventing voter fraud. 

Many of our residents have been receiving letters from 
this office regarding the licensing of Dogs and have ques- 
tioned how this office knew they had a dog and/or that the 
dog had been immunized against rabies. It is required by 
law that all veterinarians forward copies of rabies certificates 
to Town and City Clerks and after checking the data files if it 
is found that the owners have not licensed their dog, the 
clerks are required by law to send a letter to the owners of 
the dog notifying them that they must register their dog. 

Our new computer system that was installed seventeen 
months ago has proven to be very successful, allowing for 
many new changes and updates for motor vehicle registra- 
tions and more importantly, elections. “Change is good!” It is 
anticipated that all clerks will be on line with the Department 
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of Safety by July, 2004 allowing our office to complete all 
functions that motor vehicle substations perform, with cer- 
tain exceptions. This will be another service our office can 
extend to you, Our customers. 

Once again, | would like to point out that the renewal 
notices for automobile registrations that | generate from this 
office are only courtesy notices as a reminder to renew your 
vehicle (s). You, the registrant must take the full responsibili- 
ty of remembering to register your vehicle(s) during your 
birthday month, and/or company or lease birthday month, so 
please, DO NOT DEPEND ON MY NOTICES, MAKE A 
NOTE ON YOUR CALENDAR TO REGISTER YOUR 
VEHICLE(S) WHEN YOU HAVE A BIRTHDAY!! 

The Department of Safety has taken many security mea- 
sures when issuing a New Hampshire Driver’s License. The 
following are now required for US Citizens transferring an 
out-of-state license to New Hampshire: 





1. Valid out-of-state driver license 


2. Acceptable proof of residency 
- one of the following: 
NH Valid Registration 
Town/City Clerk Approval of Residency

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WOLFEBORO POLICE COMMISSION 
REPORT of the CHAIRPERSON 


The Wolfeboro Police Commission acts as a political liai- 
son between the public and the police department. Its func- 
tions include hiring and firing personnel, fixing compensation 
for its employees, and developing policies to ensure the effi- 
cient operation of the Department. We have full authority to 
make and enforce all the rules and regulations of the police 
force. The role of the Commission is to work closely with the 
Chief of Police, who is responsible for the daily operation of 
the Department. You might say that the Police Commission 
is the “watchdog” of the Police Department. 

One of the Commission’s biggest responsibilities in 2003 
has been the hiring of personnel. It is often a long and diffi- 
cult process as we review resumes, sit on oral boards, and 
conduct interviews with the many candidates. During the 
past year, the Commission hired two full-time police officers 
and | would like to welcome Officer Roger Martel and Officer 
Scott Todisco to Wolfeboro. These patrolmen have been 
working closely with Officers Randy Archambault, Chris 
Keaton, Chuck Hamilton, Scott Moore, Greg Cooper, Jim 
O’Brien, and Mark Livie. We look forward to the return of 
Sgt. Dean Rondeau from active duty in April. Our police offi- 
cers are committed to serving Wolfeboro in a professional 
and compassionate manner and they deserve your support. 

Along with our police division, the Department operates a 
twenty-four hour Dispatch Center. Last year the Commission 
hired Dispatchers Mia Giorato and Jon Swift as full-time com- 
munication employees. They join Dispatchers Suzanne Kelly, 
Arty Alderette, Jayson Andrews, and Tom Riley as they 
respond to emergencies, aid fire and rescue personnel, and 
assist the patrol officers. They also serve the community 
through their daily walk-in and telephone service, the senior 
citizen Good Morning Program, and the Children’s Christmas 
Fund. We are grateful to them for their dedication and caring. 
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In addition to the regular staff, the Department implement- 
ed two Traffic Control Officers in 2003. These part-time 
employees served the town during the summer months. 

The Commission meets regularly on the third Thursday of 
each month at The Community Center at 6:00 P.M. The 
meetings are open to the public and you need not be a resi- 
dent of Wolfeboro to attend. If you are unable to attend 
meetings, please contact your active commissioners or 
Chief Labell and we will gladly address your concerns. 

Six years ago | set a course to improve the relationship 
between the police and the community. The effort was 
sometimes tedious and often challenging, but | have seen 
the Department develop into a more people-friendly organi- 
zation over the years. | strongly believe in the philosophy of

The Police Department and Emergency Dispatch Center 
had another busy year in 2003. Our efforts to assist callers 
with a problem or need, regardless of the nature generated 
many non-law enforcement calls, which were handled with 
professionalism and eagerness to help the citizens and visi- 
tors of Wolfeboro. 

2003 also found both the Police Department and 
Emergency Dispatch Center employees working long hours 
and extra shifts because of work force issues. Sgt. Dean 
Rondeau was called back to active duty to fight for his coun- 
try in Iraq and he has been gone since last December. | 
have just recently been able to hire two individuals with the 
right qualifications to fill two open slots vacated by officers 
who have left. 

In addition, the Emergency Dispatch Center worked the 
greater portion of the year down two full-time positions and 
the employees did an outstanding job covering the shifts 
with just three people. The dispatch center will also be 
receiving a new look very shortly with funds that have been 
put aside in Capital Reserve for the past several years. We 
have you, the taxpayers and citizens of this community to 
thank and we want to make sure you know we sincerely 
appreciate it, the addition of the new console will allow us to 
serve you more efficiently. 

The dispatch center will be “state-of-the-art” and will fea- 
ture new technology such as touch screen communications 
it will come with new furniture which is specifically designed 
to house the new equipment. In addition, we will be making 
the dispatch center larger to accommodate the new console 
and give Central Dispatch a fresh new professional look. 

The police department made more arrests this year over 
last in the area of Driving While Intoxicated and drugs. The 
detective has been kept extremely busy investigating many 
crimes consisting of sexual assaults, drugs, burglary, crimi- 
nal mischief and criminal threatening. Many of these cases 
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are on going and involve a great amount of time to investi- 
gate. Because of the worker shortage and to ensure all the 
shifts are covered the detective was quite often pulled from 
investigations to fill patrol shifts. 

Speeding has remained a constant problem in Wolfeboro 
during the past year. Officers have cited motorists with tick- 
ets for speeds well over the posted speed limits that have 
resulted in many motor vehicle accidents. | would ask that 
everyone driving a car please be cognizant of their speed to 
ensure that citizens and visitors to Wolfeboro will be safe 
when traveling the roadways. 

The School Resource Officer also had a very busy year. 
He investigated several assaults, thefts and drug cases. He 
lectured several times in the classroom and counseled many 
young people as well as parents in the course of his job. 
The SRO position has been an asset to the schools and this 
community and Sgt. Keaton has done an exceptional job. 

In closing, | would like to once again thank the citizens of 
Wolfeboro for their continued support, without it we would be 
at great disadvantage in keeping Wolfeboro a safe commu- 
nity. | would also like to extend a special thank you to the 
men and women of Wolfeboro P.D. for their efforts and dedi- 
cation in making Wolfeboro a safe place to live and visit.

The members of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department 
have completed another year of service to the taxpayers, 
residents and their guests. 


We have had the busiest year of all time with 968 calls.

We have been very busy through out the year with many 
projects. 

The Fire Prevention/Code Division has dealt with many 
issues again this year so that our community will be as safe 
as possible. The Division administered numerous permits 
and conducted many inspections in 2003. We must continue 
to inspect our schools, churches and all public buildings. 
Over 1300 hours of time was spent on fire prevention activi- 
ty (this includes review of building, tent, temporary event 
and other permits and various inspections). 

We must enforce all fire and life safety codes to insure the 
safety of all our residents and our guests. Many more lives 
are saved through fire prevention than are ever saved from 
burning buildings. Total inspections and permits 928. 

Three additional personnel were hired this fall. | believe 
the town should hire three more to increase staff close to the 
national recognized standard. The national recognized stan- 
dard is for a minimum of four personnel to respond to inci- 
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dents. We should strive to reduce our firefighter workweek 
from 48 hours to 42 hours per week. It is our goal to make 
Wolfeboro as safe as possible, utilizing the resources pro- 
vided by the taxpayers. 

The department also provided many hours of public edu- 
cation including Fire Prevention Week in the schools, fire 
extinguisher training, CPR classes, and hazards in the 
home, fire safety, baby-sitters program and presentations to 
many community groups. The “GRANITE STATE NEWS,” 
“Community TV Channel’ and WASR radio, aided these fire 
education programs. For this valuable community service 
we wish to thank them. 

The 11 Career and 18 Call Fire-Rescue Department mem- 
bers attended approximately 600 hours of in house training 
in 2003. Department members also put in 1275 hours of out- 
_ side training. Training topics attended were instructor devel- 
opment, firefighter 2 certification, rescue systems 1, vehicle 
extrication, Fire officer two, water rescue and dive rescue, 
EMT recertification, EMS and first responder certification, 
infection control, building/fire code seminars, responding to 
terrorist attack, Haz/Mat, EMS/ terrorist attack, incident man- 
agement and control, and the regional EMS conference. 

Currently eighteen members are certified in both firefight- 
ing and EMS, seven members are firefighter certified only 
and four members are EMS certified only. One member has 
no certifications.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and 
State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the 
State of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands 
cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires 
in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit 
is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits 
are mandatory for all outside burning unless the ground 
where the burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) is 
completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, 
the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of 
Now Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up 
to $2,000 and/or a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 

A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential 
trash burning (RSA 125-N). Contact New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services at (800) 498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us; for more information.

Director’s Report 


The Challenge of “Striving For Excellence” continued at a 
rapid pace for the department of public works. 2003 was a 
year in which our detail planning of road & other projects 
came to the contract award and construction phase. Two 
major contracts—Mill/Varney and North Main Streets—start- 
ed in late fall. Although both involved new water lines, Mill & 
Varney included improvements to sewer, drainage, sidewalk, 
and road reclamation. The drainage portion of Mill Street 
included a treatment box for the purpose of removing sedi- 
mentation and other unacceptable particles from settling in 
Back Bay. This is the second Wolfeboro environmental 
package for protecting the adjacent lakes. 

Throughout the department the divisions with their various 
work crews continued with operational and multiple tasks. 
The highway unit team, under the effective leadership of 
Doug Lemery, provided our community with outstanding 
accomplishments. The following roads Cricket Hill, Deer 
Run, Jiminy Drive, Forest Road, Beach Pond, Nary Shores, 
Greenleaf Drive, Clipper Drive, Eagle Trace, Fairway Drive, 
Haines Hill and Upper Trask Mountain received improve- 
ments - either reclamation, overlays, or chip seal. In addition 
over 1000' feet of new or replacement drainage culverts 
were installed. 

The water & sewer divisions responded with their positive 
approach in performing their everyday duties. Contract coor- 
dination, water and sewer leak repairs, and department/town 
response are just a few activities that challenged the crew. 
The water treatment plant members continued their ardent 
operations to provide the town safe drinking water. The 
town’s source of water, Upper Beach Pond, was the subject 
of numerous studies, including ground and subsurface con- 
ditions, volume, and options to improve our future capacity. 
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Again the solid waste division executed their critical mis- 
sion of processing trash, recyclables, brush, & hazardous 
waste. Our landfill site, which has on-going testing, meets 
the state closure requirements. The department’s technical 
people are now involved with the old stump dump closure. 

Fleet additions were a five ton dump truck with snow plow 
capabilities, and a one (1) ton truck. Jim Champagne, in the 
absence of Ken Bean, overcame various daily challenges. 
During this critical period, Jim Butler a retired mechanic 
aided this division. It appears Ken is on his way to recovery. 

During the past year much time and effort was spent in 
wastewater operations. Of the thirty plus projects on our pro- 
ject status listing, fifty percent have been completed, and the 
remaining are in various stages of completion. In the upcom- 
ing year the town has a very progressive approach to 
update the infrastructure. Woodard & Curran Engineers 
have contributed much to this action. A personal thank you 
to the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager for leadership 
direction. 

Several personnel changes occurred. We welcomed Scott 
Lees, PE. our new Technical Services Administrator. Adam 
Tasker was selected to fill the Solid Waste Chief 
Operator/Supervisor position. Ed Wilder, Tony Guilbault, and 
Jody Davis became members of our highway division. 
Excellence certificates were awarded to Randy Tuttle, Keith 
Brown, Doug Lemery, Jody Davis, Frank Riley, lvan Nault, 
Jim Champagne, Art White, Adam Tasker, and Brian Carroll. 

Again, | would like to thank all those who contributed to the 
department’s success. The “can do” attitude combined with 
our willingness to succeed, have been instrumental in achiev- 
ing the Department of Public Works’ goals and objectives.

LAKES REGION HOUSEHOLD 
HAZARDOUS PRODUCT FACILITY 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The first full season for the LRHHPF offered 6 opportuni- 
ties for disposal of common household hazardous waste on 
the 3rd Saturday of the month May through October. 
Although this was the transition year from the 1-day collec- 
tion program, to the new permanent site at 404 Beach Pond 
Road, attendance was high, as were quantities of product 
collected. 

Wolfeboro and Alton are member towns at the facility. A 
total of 362 households safely disposed of HHW in 2003: 
231 (64%) from Wolfeboro, 97 (27%) from Alton, and 34 
(9%) from more than a half dozen non-member communi- 
ties. Households in member towns pick up a pass from their 
solid waste facility. The pass is collected as a brief survey is 
completed during the collection. Non-member households 
must pay a fee to cover disposal costs. 

Survey results endorsed the Selectmen’s policies in both 
towns to allow multiple visits with 65% requesting more than 
one visit per season. More than a third of the households 
had not attended an HHW collection before. Wolfeboro has 
participated in LRPC regional 1-day HHW collections for 
more than 15 years. The facility offers numerous collection 
dates to capture toxic wastes from households that have for- 
merly been unable to attend on a single day, as well as con- 
venience for those that have made safe disposal a habit. A 
thrifty 80% showed support on the survey for the product 
swap shop, and indeed there were no free items left at the 
end of the season. This is truly a win-win situation as folks 
get usable product (carefully pre-screened by the waste 
hauler) at no cost while averting the hefty disposal fee the 
waste hauler would have charged for the same item. 

To participate in the hazardous waste program at the per- 
manent site, mark the following collection dates: May 15, 
June 19, July 17, August 21, September 18, and October 
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16, 2004. The facility at 404 Beach Pond Road is open the 
3rd Sat. from 8:30 to noon. Place your household hazardous 
wastes in their original containers inside a sturdy cardboard 
box prior to loading them into your trunk. Glass containers 
can be cushioned with crumpled newspaper to prevent 
breakage. When open, the entrance to the facility is marked 
with 2 sunny yellow A-frame signs at the bottom of the hill by 
the solid waste facility. 

| want to express my appreciation to the personnel at the 
Alton and Wolfeboro solid waste facilities who implement the 
pass procedure. Also to the Boards of Selectmen from both 
towns who advocate for the program behind the scenes. 
Thank you to those that have attended for supporting the 
health and safety of your family and your community’s 
resources by properly disposing of these toxic, flammable, 
Or corrosive products. You have simultaneously greatly 
reduced the risk of injury and death for those that provide 
services at the solid waste facility by removing these prod- 
ucts from the solid waste stream. The communities in the 
Lakes Region have prioritized safe disposal of HHW for two 
decades. The Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product 
Facility is proud to assist the region in realizing this goal 
toward the next quarter century.

The Electric Department’s activities for the year included 

the connection of 76 new services, completion of 32 sys- 
tem improvements, 70 service upgrades, replacement of 
12 broken poles and response to 550 service orders. Line 
extensions to new services involved the construction of 
more than 2 miles of new electrical distribution lines within 
our system. The right-of-way tree-trimming contract was 
awarded to Top-Notch Tree Experts who completed 6 miles 
of trimming this year. 
_ Capital improvements for the year included the installation 
of new three-phase reclosers throughout the distribution sys- 
tem to improve the load carrying capabilities while decreas- 
ing nuisance outage events. State Electric Corp. was award- 
ed the contract for the construction of the new substation to 
begin the process of upgrading the system voltage through- 
out Town from 4.16kV to 12.47kV. Work at the new substa- 
tion began this past fall and is scheduled for completion in 
the spring of 2004. The distribution work required for the 
conversion will commence in the oncoming year. 

A new five-year purchased power contract was signed 
with Constellation Energy in the fall of 2003. They are now 
our new electrical supplier in the deregulated market. 

The Electric Department’s relocation to the former 
Armory building became official in the summer of 2008. 
CCB, INC. completed the renovation project and they did 
an excellent job.

The Wolfeboro Welfare Office is still working under the 
same guidelines as the last five years. Before a person or fami- 
ly qualifies for assistance, they must fall within our guidelines. 
The State Welfare system is always changing and does have 
an impact on what each town can provide. 

The housing situation is still an issue. We do not find apart- 
ments for clients; if a client finds an apartment and if they qualify, 
we will pay first months rent only, no security deposit. There are 
many people within our community that cannot afford their rents 
or mortgages. We have already spent over $34,000 in rental 
assistance. | served 169 clients last year and the number is still 
climbing. Many people are in need of fuel assistance. Thank 
goodness for the continuing assistance from the Lions Club. 

So far this year we have provided over $2,000 in food vouch- 
ers alone. | saw many people coming in week after week need- 
ing food. Clients can not afford to buy food when paying such 
high prices for fuel. That’s why we have our local food pantry, 
which is open every Wednesday from 10:00 AM - 12:00 Noon 
and 4:00 PM - 6:00 PM. Clients that are in need for food when 
the pantry is not open can call Marge Glidden at Life Ministries 
569-0202. Nobody needs to go without. 

We also have a big issue with prescription drug program. 
Persons in need of help with medicine can sign up for the 
Prescription Program at Huggins Hospital with Terri Hooper at 
569-2150.

Although new to her role, Susan Goodgame has had a sig- 
nificant impact upon the workings of the Trustees. 

The duty of the Trustees is to oversee and administer 
Trust Funds that have been established by philanthropic 
individuals for various purposes within Wolfeboro. Some of 
these trusts date back to colonial times. 

During 2003, the Trustees awarded scholarships to gradu- 
ating seniors at Kingswood High School with funds provid- 
ed by the Carolyn Parker Trust Fund.

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Report of the Library Director 


The process of evaluating and weeding all the library col- 
lections continued as a priority. During the year the children’s 
fiction, non-fiction and audio-visual collections, as well as the 
large print, periodicals, video and CD collections were com- 
pletely reviewed. Currently we are working on the adult non- 
fiction, which is now 35% complete. The entire staff is contin- 
uing to work on this multi-year project as time allows. 

To improve the efficiency, appearance and comfort of the 
library facilities a number of projects were undertaken. New 
seating was purchased for the periodical reading area, two 
new areas for study were created, and new display shelving 
was added to the lobby of the library. In the children’s area 
shelving for books on tape was purchased and new story- 
time seating should arrive shortly. The basement of the 
library was cleaned out and new shelving installed to better 
utilize the space. A closet was added outside the meeting 
room and it now holds many of the boxes that were previ- 
ously stored in aisles and offices throughout the library. 
Several collections of library materials were reorganized and 
moved to more accessible locations. These collections 
include videos, music CDs, adult’s and children’s paper- 
backs and books on CD. All of these items showed increas- 
es in their circulation in their new locations. A new telephone 
system, which allows the library to utilize all three of its 
phone lines in conjunction, was installed in August. This has 
dramatically reduced the number of times our patrons get a 
busy signal when trying to call the library. 

The library's computer network server developed a seri- 
ous problem early in 2003 requiring replacement much 
sooner than expected. Since this expensive item had not 
been budgeted for, the Friends of the Library and a gener- 
ous donor helped the library by donating the hardware and 
software necessary to solve the problem. Additional 
improvements in the area of technology included adding 
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another Internet computer bringing the count to three sta- 
tions with Internet access and one with email only access. A 
second word processing computer was added and a com- 
puter with access to the library’s catalog was installed in the 
children’s section. Basic Internet classes were reinstated in 
the spring and continue to be available on a regular basis. 

_ The library presented 236 programs in 2003. These 
included book discussions, story-time programs, slide- 
shows, movies for all ages, the Summer Reading Program, 
author presentations and a series of programs on model rail- 
roading which included a working layout set up in the lobby 
of the library for the month of November. 

The Friends of the Library supported the library’s efforts 
with donations of the new server, shelving for multi-media 
kits, three desk chairs, display shelving, licensing for public 
performance rights so the library can show movies, and all 
of the materials for the Summer Reading Program. They 
also funded five programs planned by the library and pre- 
sented four others themselves. 

Many projects are currently underway to continue to 
improve the facilities and collections of the library. The 
library staff, the Board of Trustees and the Friends of the 
Library are working together to accomplish our many goals 
as quickly as possible.

Report of Trustees - 2003 


2003 was a bittersweet year of sorrow, change, excitement 
and productivity for the Wolfeboro Public Library Board of 
Trustees. In May and July, two elected trustees, Linda Hess 
and Gene Goodwin, resigned due to moves to other towns. In 
July, our long time Chair, Harry Lauer, died. As a Board, we 
miss them and appreciate their contributions and service. 
Claudia Foster, John Peterson and Jane Newcomb were 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen to fill one year of each 
unexpired term. Gail Dietzer, John Sandeen and Erica Van 
Wagner were appointed Alternate Trustees. 

Responding to a well-intentioned challenge by John Burt 
of the Budget Committee, the Board made a decision to 
raise monies to purchase furnishings and library materials 
and to fund projects that are not possible within the town 
budget for the library. The September 27" “First Annual 
Perennial Sale”, chaired by Jane Newcomb, was the inau- 
gural event of the Board’s Annual Fund Drive Committee. 
Developed as a joint project with the Friends of the 
Wolfeboro Public Library, the event was supported by many 
community businesses, organizations and individuals. The 
$1,000 raised has purchased an audio storage rack and 
new display shelving for the children’s area and will make it 
possible to replace the story time seating. Book bags embla- 
zoned with the new library logo are also being sold. 

The Human Resources Committee continues develop- 
ment of job descriptions, an employee policy manual, an 
employee appraisal process and merit-based salaries. 

The Refurbish and Redecorate Committee has selected a 
sidewalk replacement which will be installed in the Spring of 
2004, a new carpeting pattern and a new chair which will 
gradually replace the existing seating. Currently, nine have 
been purchased. 

The Funds and Investments Committee was created to 
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research the history and intent of the various library trust 
funds to ensure that they are being properly invested and 
utilized. 

The Trustees and Alternate Trustees would like to thank 
the highly motivated and diligent Library Director and Staff 
for all of the projects they have undertaken in addition to 
their commitment to premier patron service.

Once again, the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
responded to the environmental concerns of the Town’s citizens. 

The Commission reviewed and field inspected sixty-six 
(66) Dredge & Fill applications for the State of New 
Hampshire Wetlands Bureau as well as submitted its recom- 
mendations to assist the Wetlands Bureau in their decision 
making process. The applications consisted of requests for 
docks, boat ramps, dug-in boathouses, culverts, repairs to 
existing structures and the dredging and filling of wetlands. 
Field inspections and reports, when requested, were pre- 
pared for the Planning Board, Town Planner and Code 
Enforcement Officer, including the review of Special Use 
Permit applications.
